whom we are in amitie: And moꝛe pecultarly ofthoſe of our deare Bꝛother the King of Spaine, 
in reſpect of his Domimons and Intereſts in that Continent. 

All which notwithſtanding, we are ſinte infozmed bya Common fame, that they, oꝛ ſome ot them 
haue, by an hoſtile inuaſion of the towne of S. Thome (being vnder the obedience of Our laid 
deare Bꝛother the King of Spainchandby killing of diuers ofthe inhabitants therok, his Subiects, 
and after by ſacking and burning ofthe laid towne (as much as in them foꝛ their owne parts lav) 
malitiouſiy bꝛoken and infringed the Peate and Amity, which hath been lo happily eſtabuched, 
and ſo long inmolably continued betweene Us andthe Subietts ol both Our Crownes. 

We haue therekoꝛe held it lit, as appertaining neerely to Dur Royall Juſtice and Honoz, eft- 
ſoones to make a publique declaration of Our owne btter miſlike and deteſtation ofthe laid inſo- 
lences, and exteſſes, ifanyſuch haue bene by any of Hur Subiects committed: And foꝛ the bet- 
ter detection and clearing ofthe very trueth ofthe laid common fame; wee doe hereby ltraitly 
charge and require all Our Subiects whatſoener , that haue any particular vnderſtanding and 
noticetherof,vpon their duety and alleagiante which they owe Us, immediately after publication 
of this Our pleaſure, to repaire vnto ſome of Pur Pꝛiuy Counſell, and to diſtouer and make 
knowne vnto them their whole knowledge and vnderſtanding concerning the ſame, vnder paine 
of Our High diſpleaſure and indignation; that wee may thereupon pꝛoteede in Our Pztncely 
Juſtice to the exemplary puniſhment andcoertionofallſuch,as chal be conuictedandfoundguilty 
of ſo ſcandalous and enoꝛmous outrages.
